, THE MARCH. 
The march has been a bard one, over 
a country 
in 
the main uninviting 
though much of it well adapted to graz­ 
ing. Some of the Valley’s are exceed­ 
ingly rich and beautiful. Such is the 
case in the valley in which we are now 
encamped. 


WOOD AND WATER. 
There has been but little wood on the 
route, scrubby stuff skirting the streams 
only We have found plenty of water; and 
pretty good except in the Grand River 
country where it was alkaline. 
Our 
marches have averted about 18 miles 
per day, and at night we have always 
found wood, good grazing and water. 
One day we marched 31 miles. 
The 
animals are all in good condition and 
the men cheerful. 


lo c a tio n. 
Our present camp is. about 225 miles 
from Bismarck—propably 
175 in a 
straight line, as we made a detour of 
sixty miles to nee a cave, of which the 
Indians told us such wounderful stories 
of which more hereafter. We are still 
ip Dakota, though within a few milen 
of the Montana line. 


in c id e n t s. 
Little of interest has occ^red on the 
march except huating to relieve the mo- 
notony^ An occasional accident to men 
or animals causes delay; one of the 
horses was,bitten by a rattlesnake but 
our very efficient veterinary adopted 
effective remedies and the animal was 
saved. The bite was followed by sweat­ 
ing, blindness, trembling and staggering. 
These reptiles «abound in great numbers 
and live with the owls and prairie dogs, 
in the homes of the latter. 


LUDLOW’s CAVE. 
Our guides had told us much about a 
cave which was regarded as the home of 
the great spirit, and they said buffalo, 
elk, deef, antelope, and various other 
animals and reptiles appéaired there in a 
translated state, but it turned out to be 
a very insignificant affair. The cave is 
about twenty feet wide at the entrance 
and extends bacR several hundred yards 
—perhaps ten feet high, evidently made 
by the action of water in the lime tock, 
and on its walls are rude carvings inten­ 
ded to represent various wild animals 
made by Indians though perhrps by 
tribes other than those now occupying 
the country. 
' 
A SKULL. 
Near the cave was a skull which the 
physician pronounced that of a white 
man, perforated by a bullet, whose it 
was, or when killed, are questions that 
will probably never be answered. 
INDIANS. 
No Indians have been seen on the 
route until within the past two or three 
days, when several parties have been no­ 
ticed in the vicinity. The Indians seem 
to be gathering in our front, and we 
have noticed columns of smoke going 
up, which our guides say is a signal, 
and they regard an attack imminent. 
We do not fear the result however, 
should the Indians attack us, as we are 
strong enough to fight five times our 
number of the red devils. 


STANLEY'S TRAIL. 
Stanley’s trail of last year, can be 
plainly traced, as purs may he for many 
years to come. The tracks made by the 
wagons are the plainest, but the paths 
made by each file of infantry or cavalry 
are plainly marked. ^ 
' . V

It i& well known that Gen. Custer is 
exkoipply fond of bunting, and he has 
had nstich of ^ on this trip,r so far. 
Every day the General may be-seeh in 
buckskin' and broad-brimmed hat, ac-. 
companied by his faithful houi^s* Byoiy 
;day thq officers feast on antelope, wnicjh 
abpiihd , bérá in great numbers. It Is 
althoist impossible to keep 'the men from 
ffving 4m (tha.fle«t‘footed animals, as

A few days ago, the men in charge of 
otíé of‘^he Gatling guhs, left their piece

over the prairie.” They soon struck a 
slóügh, however, and miring, were cap­ 
tured. The drivers were dismounted 
for A day, as a punishment for their 
neglect. Gen. Custeris pack of full 
Aloqded Scotch stag-hounds take an im- 


long, and twelve inches in diameter, ev­ 
idently a bone of the mastodon or some 
animal still larger. 


p e t r e fa c t io n s. 
Some very fine petrefactions have been 
discovered, some weighing several hun­ 
dred pounds; Gen. Custer will probably 
allow some of them to be brought into 
camp on the return. 


CONCLUSION. 
The expedition is now five miles from 
the Little Missouri, and about five days’ 
march from the Black Hills. We do 
not expect to be able to communicate 
with civilization until the return of the 
command—probably about the 1st. of 
September.

The MUlionaire Foreev- 
From the Virginia City Enterprise. 
The recent action of the California 
Legislature in condoning the offences of 
the millionaire robber and forger, Harry 
Meiggs,^has led to an overhaPling of 
the files of old journals in order : to as­ 
certain the exact nature of bis crimes. 
The Sacramento daily State Jioumal^ ef 
October 11, 1854r-Ta paper Ipng since 
-extinct—confoined the.following:

«ommodating geniuis none itop great for 
his : practice;^ From.: íAo. Jbanfca^s -he 
bai^oiradmoBéy by glving'fofgedcoBlp- 
troller’s warrants on the dtjr iu cplst- 
teral security to double the amount,md 
even offered to pledge them at twenty- 
five cents on the dollar. From the others 
be raised money on forged notes on 


business houses, and from clerks or me­ 
chanics he borrowed on his word or own 
note. 
His exodus was as remarkable as his 
‘operations.’ He purchased his vessel, 
got her cleared by his faithful captain, 
for ‘ports in the Pacific,’ ballasted her 
with the spoils of a city, equal in extent 
to those of many nations in former 
days; gathered his family and friends 
around him, and went ‘down to the sea’ 
unmolested, laughing at his dupes. He 
left his family mansion as it was, with 
its carpets,and paintings,and pencilings, 
and curtains; with all its ottomans and 
tete-a-tetes, and golden fishes, and birds 
of brightest plumage; with its servants 
unpaid, perhaps, and its wines, and its 
oils, and its/j>ices; on a family excur­ 
sion to San M4iteo, as he said; to far-off 
lands, as his creditors say. He went 
prepared for a two years’ siege. He 
went prepared for peace or war; with 
munitions of war in ample store. He 
went prepared to conquer or purchase a 
dukedom. And all this at the expense 
of San Francisco business men. The 
loss of these men is not to be regretted 
as much as the manner of losing it. 
But still be is a poor wanderer on the 
face of the earth, with the brand of- 
Cain upon his brow. He can have no 
peace; his evil deeds will haunt him 
wherever he may go. He will be shun­ 
ned by society. With all his ill-gotten 
wealth he will find that the way of the 
transgressor is hard.” 
And simply because this man has been 
successful in investing his two millions 
and a half dollars, which be robbed 
from others, the California Legislature, 
by one sweeping act, obliterates all in­ 
dictments against him. Such legisla­ 
tion is well calculated to bring the 
law into contempt, for no one will con­ 
tend that, had Meiggs been unsuccessful 
in South America, there would have 
been any one in the Legislature of that 
State to have drafted an act similar to 
the one just passed. 


The Bwarfii of Africa. 
There have ever been traditions of 
strangely-formed tribes of human be­ 
ings dwelling in Central Africa. That 
unknown region has been peopled by 
fancy and fable, with tailed men, hideo­ 
us hybrids, half hutnan and half bes­ 
tial, dwarfs and giants. Travelers who 
have plunged into it have had their 
stories of discovery met with cool in­ 
credulity. It was years before DuCbail- 
lu could convince people that the gorilla 
was net a myth. When the animal’s 
existence was definitely established, it 
was«thou£ht by many to account for 
the stories of men with tails. A truer 
explanation lias been given by the ex­ 
ploration of Dr* Schweinfuerth, the 
German Livingstone. 
This intupid 
traveler spent the three years from 1868 
to 1871 in the heart of Africa. One of 
the tribes he reached was the Bongo, 
all its male members wear an animid’s 
tail fastened by a string tied round the 
middle of the body. This explains the 
fable of the tailed men as fully as a 
man on horseback explains the myth 
of the Centaurs. The most curious of 
Dr. Schweinfuerth’s minor discoveries 
was yet to come. Throughout his long 
journey he had heard of pigmies that 
lived near the equator. They were 
never over three feet tall, said his 
Nubian servants, and they wore, beards 
that reached to their kneei^. They 
were skilled elephant-hunters, creep­ 
ing under the animals and killing them 
with stabs from below. They were in 
great demand as Court buffoons. The 
explorer put little faith in these stories, 
thinking that seeing was better than 
hearing. 
Finally be saw. 
At the 
Coart of a Cannibal King, who ate a 
baby daily, he found several pigmies. 
They were very shy, and kept out of 
his way for several days* At length 
bis servant caught one. ‘‘I looked 
up, surprised at the shouting,” says the 
traveler, ‘‘a,hd there sure enoqgb, was 
the strange little creature, perched up 
on Mohammed’s ’^ right shoulder, nerv­ 
ously, hugging his head, and casting 
;Unces of alarm in every direction.” 
e wee man was soon pacified. He 
was the Chief of quite a large settle­ 
ment near by. 
Dr. Schweinfuerth 
áfteirwards measured a number of these 
The tallest full-grown men 
vvere not oyer 4 feet 10 inches. They 
ssid that great tribes of their fellows 
llye^jiMt north of the equator. They 
are s<|A|.able, affectionate, and qnite in- 
tdligent. Dr.'Schweinfuerth considers 
them to be closely allied to the Bush­ 
men of South Africa. He bought one 
qfthem, Neswue, for á dog, but kept 
him only eighteen months. At that 
time he died of over-eating,—surely a 
yeiy civilized way of shuffling off the 
inprtsl coil, for did hot the “first gen- 
Üeipan Jn Burope,” to whom Sir Wal­ 
ter Scott played flunkey, die from the 
Sel^same cause? Neswue’s fate is less 
to be regretted, inasmuch as two of his 
kindred arc now en rouU to Italy. 
They are to be placed in charge of the 
Ethnological Society at Florence.

THE TOWNSITE. 
The townsite question is still unset­ 
tled, though it is generally understood 


M r. Hackett will accept the terms pro­ 
posed by General Cass, and should he 
accept, we apprehend there will be no 
diffiiculiy in arranging with the other 
contestants. It will then remain for 
the inhabitants to join in a townsite 
petition, but before asking them to do 
so, we hope the railroad authorities, or 
the Puget Sound Company will arrange 
a schedule of prices and the terms on 
which they propose to sell lots now oc 
cupied by actual settlers. 
While we do 
not believe they would under any 
circumstances take advantage of the 
settlers in this matter, there are those 
who are naturally suspicious, and for 
their benefit there should be a fair 
understanding. The ^ ^ le rs who are 
here, came on in goocriaith, and the 
most of them have exhausted their 
available resources in building and in 
living. 
They have waited paitently, in 
many instances two years for title aad 
now that an opportunity to obtain it is 
likely to be given, many are without 
means and it is but natural that they 
should be anxious to know how they wil 
fare before they join in the petitions re 
quired. Those who have put up buil 
dings ought to be given, not only low 
prices for their lots, but easy terms 
payment; those who,are not in situation 
to make the fiist payment ought to be 
given a reasonable time in which to do 
so, or sell their improvements. Every 
settler has suffered through the two 
years delay in obtaining title. 
The 
business interests of Bismarck have 
been seriously impaired.

The “ Bismarck Tribune,” published at Bismarck, 
Bakota Territory, of a recent date, contains tne most 
satisfactory account we have yet seen of the charac­ 
ter and object of Gen. Custer’s expedition to the Black 
Hills.

says she, and adds, “when Beecher and 
Tilton get through lying, I’ll astonish 
the natives, by telling still more.” 
In 
speaking of her motives in ventilating 
the Beecher scandal, she says: “Messrs 
Beecher and Tilton, and other half-way 
reformers, are to me like the border 
States in the great rebellion.” 
In an editorial in the Weelcly. she 
says: 
‘I hold that Mr. Tilton himself, that Mrs. Beecher 
herself, have no more right to inquire, or to know, 
or to spy over witli a view to knowing what has tran­ 
spired between Mr. Beecher and Mrs, Tilton than 
they have to know what I eat for breakfast or where 
I shall spend my next evening,and that Mr. Beecher’s 
congregation and the public at large have just as 
little right to know or inquire. 
I hold that the so- 
¿lled morality of society is a complicated mass of 
sheer impertinence and scandal on the civilization of 
this advanced country; that the system of social es- 
poinage under which we live is damnable, and that 
the-very first action of a true morality is foi the peo­ 
ple to mind their own business and learn to relipous- 
ly regard the social freedom and the sacred social 
privacy of all others. But it was the paradox of 
Christ that as the prince of peace he still brought on 
earth not peace but a sword. It is a paradox of life 
that in order to have peace we must first have war, 
and it is a paradox of my position that believing in 
tne right of privacy and in the perfect right of Mr. 
Beecher socially, morally, and divinely to have sought 
the embraces of Mrs. Tilton or of any other woman 
whom he loved and who loved him, and being a pro­ 
mulgator and a public champion of those very rights, 
I still invade the most secret and sacred affairs of his 
life and drag them to the light and expose him to the 
approbrium and villiflcatlon of the public. I do again 
and with deep sincerity ask his forgiveness. But the 
case is exceptional, and what I do for a great pur­ 
pose. ^

la conclusion, let us again consider for a moment 
the right and wrong of this whole tran^ction—let us 
see whether the wrong is not on the tide where the 
public puts the right, or the right on the tide where 
the public puts the wrong. 
The immense physical 
potency of Beecher, and the indomitable urgency of 
[lis great nature for the intimacy and embraces of the 
noble cultured women about him, instead of being a 
bad thing, as the world thinks or professes to think, 
that it thinks, is one oPthe noblest and grandest of the 
endowments of this truly great and representative 
man. The amative impulse is the phytiologlcal basis 
of character. 
It is this which emanates zest and 
magnetic power to his whole audience. Through the 
organism of the great preacher, Plymouth Ghnrch has 
lived and fed, and the healthy vigor of public opinion 
for the last quarter of a century has been augmented 
and strengthened from the phytical amativeness of 
Henry Ward Beecher. 
So agidn the tender, loving, 
womanly conceadveness of Mrs, Tilton, her suscepti­ 
bility to the charm of the great preacher’s magnetism, 
her love of being loved. 
None of these were the 
bad things whicb the world thinks them or thinks that 
it thinks to be. On the contrary, they are all of the 
best things, the best and most beautifal of tnings, the 
loveliest and most divine of things, which belong to 
the patrimony of mankind. 
Mr.Beecher knows all 
this, and if by my act he is compelled to tell the world 
that he knows it, to force them to the conviction that 
it is all true, he may well thank God that I live, and 
that circumstances have concurred to emancipate, 
him, despite Mmself, from a tbralldom, to emsndpate 
through him in future millions of others. 
Still, in 
conclntion, let me add that in my view and in the 
view of others who think with me, and of all as I be­ 
lieve who think rightly on the subject, Mr. Beecher 
is to-day and after all that I have felt called upon to 
reveal of his life as good, as pure, and as noble a 
man as he ever was in the past, or as the world has 
held liim to be, and that Mrs. Tilton is still the pure, 
charming, caltnred woman. 
It is then the public 
opinion that is wrong, and not the individnal, who 
mast nevertheless for a time suffer its persecutions. 
Iknow, too, by intimate intercourse, the opinions and
